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Mother and gills 
flee house blaze

A MOTHER and three 
children fled from a 
blaze at their home 
which is believed to 
have been started 
deliberately. 

The family managed to get 
out of a back door at their 
home in Brickfields Avenue, 
Newmarket, after one of the 
children raised the alarm at 
around 5am on Sunday. 

The mother, believed to be in 
her late 30s, and three girls aged 
around 18, 9 and 2, were initially 
given oxygen by firefighters for 
the effects of smoke inhalation. 
They were later examined by 
paramedics and taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

Fire service retained watch 
manager Martyn Hazlewood 
said: “Without doubt it could 
have been much worse. 
Fortunately one of the girls who 
sleeps with her door open had 
been woken up by the smoke 
and raised the alarm. 

“She led the rest of the family 
out of the house by the back 
door.

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999 service 
criticised over 
decision on 
injured player 

THE ambulance service has 
come under fire after an injured 
cricketer had to be taken to 
hospital by his mother. 

The 21-year-old fielder 
needed stitches and precau¬ 
tionary X-rays after being hit in 
the face while playing in a match 
on The Severals green at 
Newmarket. 

But he had to be taken to West 
Suffolk Hospital, Bury St 
Edmunds, by his mother 
because the ambulance crew 
said they needed to be available 
to cover the race meeting at 
Newmarket. 

Neil Vollenhoven, vice- 
chairman of Newmarket Cricket 
Club and the club’s welfare 
officer, said: “I found this 
unacceptable when I heard it. 
There was a lad who was injured 
and obviously needed more care 
than the paramedics could give, 
but they chose to return to the 
racecourse. 

“I am appalled at the situation 
that we find ourselves in with the 
lack of staff in our emergency 
services.” 

He said it appeared that the 
racecourse was given more 
priority than casualties 
occurring elsewhere in the town. 

The player’s mother said her 
main concern was the time it 
took the ambulance to arrive. 

She said: “His face was in a 
mess. He was lying on the 
ground bleeding and being sick. 
I didn’t check my watch to see 
how long it took them to arrive 
but it seemed like a long time. 

“In fairness they gave him a 
through check over when they 
did arrive, but they asked 
whether it was ok for me to take 
him to hospital and if there were 
any problems on the way I was 
to pull over and call them again. 
I wouldn’t have done that 
anyway.” 

The player, who did not want 
to be identified, later went to 
Ipswich Hospital for a specialist 
to stitch his wounds. 

A spokeswoman for the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
said: “Given the clinical need of 
the patient following his 
assessment by paramedics and 
the particularly high number of 
calls in the most critical category 
at the time, the decision was 
made to ask if he could be taken 
to A and E by other means.” 


Free admission to

“When we arrived we were met by a 
heavily smoke-logged end-of-terrace 
house and we could have been 
looking at a very different outcome if 
she had not woken up.” 

The blaze started around the front 
door when it is thought a flammable 
liquid was used to start the fire. 

Most of the damage was caused 
internally by smoke. 

There was no-one at the house on 
Monday. But a neighbour, who did 
not want to be identified, said: “It’s a 
shock to have something like this in 
the street. 


“I saw the fire engines, but I don’t 
know the family personally.” 

A broken window at the front of the 
house is believed to have been caused 
in an earlier incident. 

Fire crews were at the scene for 
about two hours and police scenes of 
crime officers were later called in. 

A man was released on bail after 
being questioned by police investi¬ 
gating the incident. 

A 31-year-old man, of no fixed 
address, was arrested on suspicion of 
arson and was held in custody at Bury 
St Edmunds police station for a day. 

He has now been released on bail 
until Wednesday, October 27. 



Manager 
in fraud 
may have 
to pay up 

A BANK manager 
jailed for stealing 
£300,000 from 
vulnerable custo¬ 
mers is facing fur¬ 
ther court action to 
recover the cash. 

Jason Benham, 
37, who admitted 
five frauds and 
obtaining money by 
deception while 
working at the 
Lloyds TSB branch 
in Mildenhall, is 
contesting a bid by 
the Crown Pros¬ 
ecution Service to 
seize assets which 
they say are the 
proceeds of crime. 

Benham, who is 
serving a four-year 
sentence imposed 
in April, returned to 
Ipswich Crown 
Court on Monday 
when lawyers said 
he was disputing 
the amount being 
claimed. 

Judge Peter 
Thompson ordered 
that a hearing 
should take place 
on Monday, Octo¬ 
ber 25. 

At that hearing, a 
ruling will be made 
after the court has 
heard evidence 
about Benham’s 
assets, including his 
share of his family’s 
home, and what the 
CPS say he should 
be made to pay. 


New bridge brings nature lovers closer to Fens 


A NEW bridge has been built over 
one of Cambridgeshire’s historic 
waterways. 

The Reach Lode bridge will 
improve access to the county’s fen 
landscape, linking up with the 
Burwell Fen cycleway, a new route 
for cyclists. 

The bridge and cycleway were 
officially opened at a “community 
picnic” and barbecue. 

Representatives of four local 


communities performed the 
opening ceremony by playing a 
giant game of Connects after which 
there were children’s activities, 
nature walks and the opportunity to 
have a go at stand-up paddle¬ 
boarding. 

The new bridge and cycleway, 
which runs for J.25 miles (2 km) are 
part of the Lodes Way, a cross¬ 
country walking and cycling route 
being developed by the National 


Trust as part of the Wicken Fen 
Vision, a JOO-year plan to create a 
giant nature reserve for the East of 
England. 

The Lodes Way runs from 
Bottisham past Anglesey Abbey to 
Wicken Fen, and has links to Ely and 
Cambridge. 

Natural England, the Government 
agency responsible for the natural 
environment, funded the bridge to 
the tune of £J67,000. Cycling body 


Sustrans also gave money, as well as 
Cambridgeshire County Council and 
Cambridgeshire Horizons. 

Chris Soans, property operations 
manager for Wicken Fen, said: “The 
new bridge and cycleway will 
increase opportunities for local 
residents and visitors alike to 
explore the countryside for leisure 
and recreation, to get close to nature 
and enjoy the unique land and 
skyscapes of the Fens.”

Plaque marks 
ancient hythe 


A PLAQUE commemorating a village’s 
watery past has been unveiled. 

The plaque marking the site of the 
old Common Hythe at Burwell is the 
11th to be installed around the village 
to mark sites of historical significance. 

Others have included the site of the 
1727 barn fire in which 80 people died 
while watching a puppet show, the 


village’s old lock-up and the animal 
pound. 

The project is jointly run by the 
village history society and the parish 
council. 

For the latest plaque unveiling Bill 
Franklin, local historian and author, led 
a walk along the Burwell Lode 
watercourse and explained the 


village’s long history of moving goods 
by barge. 

A toll was paid to unload onto the 
Common Hythe which operated from 
the 1400s to the early 1900s. 

The plaque was unveiled by Pauline 
Scarff, who is descended from one of 
Burwell’s last barge builders. 


Churchyard 
wildlife plan 
wins support 

PLANS to turn part of a New¬ 
market churchyard into a wildlife 
haven have been backed by 
councillors. 

All Saints’ Church has contac¬ 
ted the Suffolk Wildlife Trust 
about converting the part of the 
churchyard facing Park Lane into 
a space for wildlife. The remain¬ 
der of the graveyard would be 
maintained at its current level. 

Tracey Housley, community 
wildlife adviser at the trust, said: 
“The churchyard is already a 
valuable space for wildlife, 
particularly as it is located near 
the town centre. The mature trees 
and shrubs, evergreen species 
such as holly, lichen on 
gravestones and undisturbed 
nature provide many oppor¬ 
tunities for a range of species.” 

She proposed that the 
parochial church council could 
let grass go uncut in some areas, 
plant spring flowers such as 
cowslips and use locally-sourced 
“green hay” to kick-start the 
wildflower area. 

Members of Newmarket Town 
Council agreed to support the 
plan on a trial basis for a 12- 
month period, followed by a 
review. Maintenance of the 
graveyard is the town council’s 
responsibility.

School saved from 
axe set to expand 


SUPERMARKET chain Sains- 
bury’s will be giving details of 
jobs that will be available at its 
new Mildenhall store when a Jobs 
Fair is held.

A SCHOOL previously faced 
with closure is set to be 
extended in a scheme 
which could cost around 
£500,000. 

The expansion of Newmarket’s 
Paddocks Primary School is 
needed to take extra pupils as part 
of Suffolk County Council’s switch 
from three-tier to two-tier 
education. 

Other schools in the town are 
also expected to be extended to 
take additional pupils from next 
September. The Paddocks scheme 
will be revealed when a drop-in 
consultation session is held at the 
school today. 

Currently children in the three- 
tier system leave primary school at 
the age of 9 to move up to middle 
schools. But starting next year they 
will remain at primary school until 
they are J J. The town’s two middle 
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schools are due to close in 20J2 
together with those in Mildenhall. 

The Paddocks scheme includes 
extending two classrooms, 
building an additional classroom, 
changes to the reception area and 
a new games court. 

Although a formal application 
for planning permission has yet to 
be submitted, the county council 
is hoping that the work will be 
done by next September. 

Parents, teachers and governors 
at the school fought a campaign 
two years ago to keep Paddocks 
open after the county council 
proposed “merging” it with the 
town’s Houldsworth Valley primary 
school. 

The proposal was part of the 
reorganisation proposes. 


But the idea was dropped early 
in 2009 after a concentrated 
campaign. 

Cllr Ruth Allen, one of the 
campaign leaders and an 
opponent of the switch to two-tier 
education, said: “We’re delighted 
that Paddocks is staying. But we 
do have concerns that the money 
will be available to do the work at 
all the schools and children aren’t 
left in temporary buildings. All 
parents are anxious about this.” 

She said there was limited space 
on the site for extending the 
buildings without reducing the 
areas for play and games. 

Plans will be on display at the 
school from 3.J5pm to 6pm when 
county council officials will be 
available to answer questions. The 
plans will remain on view at the 
school and comment forms can be 
collected and sent to the county 
council.

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Fund buys equipment to help 
reduce injuries caused by falls 


NEW equipment could 
help reduce the number of 
jockeys ending up in a 
wheelchair as the result of 
falling off a horse. 

The Newmarket-based 
Injured Jockeys Fund has 
bought the equipment, 
called an Equichute, for 
use at the British Racing 
School in the town to train 
young riders how to avoid 
injuries when they fall off. 

Ex-jockey John 
Fancome, vice-patron of 
the IJF, helped to source 
the equipment. 

He said: “There is no 
doubt that it will save 
lives and no end of 
injuries. 

“If it stops one person a 
year from ending up in a 
wheelchair, then it has paid 
for itself 10 times over.” 

Jockeys can suffer severe 
head and spinal injuries as a 
result of falls and even those 
that escape the worst injuries 
can be sidelined for months 
until they are cleared to 
return to riding. 

The Equichute, which 
includes a dummy “horse”, is 
made in France and is the 
first to be used in Britain. 

It was bought by the IJF from the 
Alborada Trust, which was set up in 
2001 and named after a 
Newmarket-trained filly.

£1 m savings 
bid puts jobs 
under threat 


JOB cuts are likely as 
council chiefs have 
been asked to make 
further savings of £1 
million. 

The latest budget cuts are 
on top of planned savings of 
£7 million over five years 
which Forest Heath District 
Council is already working 
on. 

Andrew Claydon, the 
council’s strategic director 
(resources), said, in a report 
to councillors: “While we will 
seek to minimise the impact 
on staff, it is likely that we 
will need to consider the 
option of redundancies or 
other reductions in 
establishment (job num¬ 
bers).” 

He said department heads 
had been asked to look at 
deleting vacant posts and 
reviewing terms and 
conditions of service. 

“The changes anticipated 
from the Comprehensive

Spending Review (the five- 
year planned savings) and 
our 30 per cent further 
savings will mean the 
council can only do less with 
less. 

“There will be difficult 
decisions for members to 
make which will need to be 
adhered to,” he said. 

His report, to the council’s 
corporate services comm¬ 
ittee which meets on 
Tuesday, said the cuts could 
affect some front line 
services as well as “back 
office” work. 

But he said: “In the main it 
is hoped to protect principal 
front line provision.” 

Mr Claydon said the 
council had suffered falls in 
income from planning 
applications and building 
regulations. Rent from 
council-owned business 


units had also dropped 
because more of them were 
empty. 

Income from the council’s 
car parks in Newmarket, 
where fees were increased 
earlier this year, is lower 
than expected and a shortfall 
of £100,000 is expected over 
the year. 

The council is facing a 
drop in overall income of 
around £400,000 in the 
current year and is also 
facing a 30 per cent cut in 
the grant it receives from the 
Government. 

Residents are being asked 
to give their views on which 
services should be saved 
from cuts. 

There will be an online 
budget simulator on the 
council’s website at 
www.forest-heath.gov.uk for 
six weeks starting in 
October. 

Consultation roadshows 
will also be staged across the 
district.

WEST Suffolk MP 
Matthew Hancock will 
host a public meeting 
to support proposals to 
improve the All. 

The dualling of the nine- 
mile, single-carriageway 
section between Barton Mills 
and Thetford is just one of a 
number of highways 
schemes that could fall foul 
of the Government’s spend¬ 
ing review on October 20. 

It was one of the region’s 
top general election issues 
earlier this year, with David 
Cameron and Nick Clegg 
speaking out in favour. 

But doubts over the 
project, which will cost 
between £106 million and 
£147 million, were raised 
after the Government said its 
funding would be assessed in 
UK-wide spending review 

Planning inspector Neil 
Taylor oversaw a public 
inquiry into the scheme and 
the findings have been sent 
to the Government. 

Mr Hancock said the 
benefits of completing the 
road are acknowledged to be 
significant and the project 
should be “at the front of the 
queue” when funding is 


available. 

He said the Government 
says the economic returns 
are 20 times the cost, and the 
improvement to the quality 
of life and safety of local 
residents will be “vast”. 

Mr Hancock is holding a 
public meeting as part of a 
campaign to show how much 


this road improvement 
means to local people. 

He said: “We all know 
times are tight but whenever 
money is available this 
scheme must be at the front 
of the queue. 

“This meeting is a chance 
to show the strength of local 
feeling in favour of the 


project.” There is cross- 
border support from his 
Westminster colleague 
Elizabeth Truss, the MP for 
Southwest Norfolk. 

She said: “People have 
waited long enough for this 
scheme that is vital for local 
residents and businesses. We 
are calling for action now.” 


The public meeting will be 
held at 7pm tomorrow at 
Barton Mills village hall. 

A £1.3 billion upgrade of 
the A14 to the west of 
Cambridge also faces an 
uncertain future after a 
public inquiry was post¬ 
poned indefinitely because 
of doubts about funding.

Call to consider 
pay cut for top 
officers rejected 


A CALL by a Woodditton 
councillor to consider 
slashing top officers' pay 
has been rebuffed by 
Shire Hall chiefs. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council could have to find 
savings of £28.4 million this 
financial year and members 
called on the top team to look at 
cutting salaries. 

It was suggested the reduct¬ 
ions could protect lower-rank¬ 
ing positions - the authority has 
said it will axe 300 jobs in five 
years. 

Among those getting a pay 
cut might have been chief exec¬ 
utive Mark Lloyd, who earns 
£196,000 a year. 

Despite concerns, public 
sector staff earn more than 
private sector workers in similar 
positions, the authority said a 
pay freeze and not filling some 
vacant posts was enough.

Conservative Cllr Matthew 
Shuter, chairman of the 
corporate issues scrutiny 
committee, led a probe into res¬ 
ponding to government cuts. 

Cllr Shuter, who represents 
Woodditton, told the cabinet: 
“The committee felt we perhaps 
weren’t looking radically enough 
at the pay situation with regard 
to the relationship between the 
public sector and private sector. 

“We felt it was necessary to at 
least investigate the possibility 
of having more radical 
solutions.” 

The cabinet said reducing 
salaries could trigger contract¬ 
ual difficulties, and questioned 
whether making salaries reflect 
the local labour market was 
workable. It could see staff in 
Cambridge being paid more 


than elsewhere in the county. 

Cllr fohn Reynolds, the 
council’s resources supremo, 
told Cllr Shuter he believed the 
authority was “doing the right 
thing”. 

He said: “We don’t believe this 
is something we should be 
entertaining at this stage. 

“We have negotiated with 
staff no increase for 2009/10, 
and in both our senior staff and 
senior management team we 
have been driving down costs.” 

The Government has impos¬ 
ed a two-year pay freeze for all 
public sector workers earning 
more than £21,000. 

Afterwards Cllr Fiona Wilkins, 
leader of the Liberal Democrat 
opposition, said pay must be 
scrutinised when bosses leave. 
She said: “We need to consider 
whether we really need to offer 
such high salaries to the people 
who replace them.” 


Psychosis 
service 
praised by 
youth 

YOUNGER people with 
a psychotic illness in 
Suffolk have been 
complimenting the NHS 
service they received to 
help them cope. 

The Suffolk Early 
Intervention in 

Psychosis Service 
(SEIPS) helps people 
aged between 14 and 35 
who may be exper¬ 
iencing unsettling or 
altered thoughts. 

The aim is to provide 
treatment early before 
symptoms interfere with 
the person’s normal day- 
to-day life. 

Eighty per cent of 
those surveyed said 
their mental health had 
changed since coming 
into contact with the 
psychosis team and 74 
per cent attributed the 
change to contact with 
the service. 

fonathan Dickson, 
clinical lead with the 
Suffolk Mental Health 
Partnership NHS Trust, 
said: “We are very 
pleased with how 
positive the user and 
carer feedback has been. 

“This is a relatively 
new service and has 
exceeded expectations 
and targets set. 

“This is down to a 
dedicated and hard¬ 
working team. The 
feedback substantiates 
the early intervention 
model of care and is 
shaping our future 
practice.” 

Other findings from 
the service user group 
were that 85 per cent 
said their ability to carry 
out everyday tasks had 
improved and 82 per 
cent said this was 
because of the SEIPS 
team. 


Agency 
goes bust 

FILM-MAKING in East 
Anglia has been dealt a 
blow as a Government 
agency supporting the 
industry has collapsed. 

Screen East is no 
longer operating because 
of financial difficulties 
and an employee has 
been arrested on 
suspicion of theft. 

Laurie Hayward, chief 
executive, said: “The 
directors of Screen East 
have concluded that the 
company is insolvent 
and can’t meet its debts 
as they fall due. 

“The directors have 
taken advice and are 
appointing an insolvency 
practitioner to take the 
company into admin¬ 
istration.”

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Villagers volunteer 
to tackle speeding

VOLUNTEERS are helping 
to tackle speeding in a 
village. 

The latest Community Speed 
Watch (CSW) scheme has been 
launched in Worlington. 

A similar scheme has been 
discussed in Newmarket but has 
so far not been officially 
launched. 

In Worlington, villagers have set 
up the scheme with the assist¬ 
ance of the Mildenhall Safer 
Neighbourhood Team (SNT). 

As part of the scheme, vol¬ 
unteers have been trained to use 
speed detection equipment to 
monitor the speed of passing 
motorists and record the number 
plates of speeding vehicles. 

Although they do not have the 
power to issue fixed penalty 
tickets, drivers are contacted by 
Suffolk Constabulary and issued 
with a written warning and 
advice. If two written warnings 
are issued to a driver, the driver’s 
details will be passed to the roads 
policing section for further 
action. 

Seven volunteers initially 
joined the Worlington scheme 
with a further three under 
training. 


Suffolk county councillor 
Stephen Frost provided funding 
for the speed detection “gun” 
from his locality budget. 

Police Community Support 
Officer (PCSO) Dawn Rowan from 
Mildenhall SNT said: “I admire 
the parishes that start their own 
CSW schemes. It is very commu¬ 
nity spirited, people work togeth¬ 
er to make their communities 
safer. As an SNT, we’re very happy 
to assist in the appropriate 
training and step in when further 
police action is necessary.” 


Cllr Guy McGregor, portfolio 
holder for roads and transport 
and chairman of Suffolk 
Roadsafe, said: “I warmly 
welcome Suffolk Police’s 
endorsement of Community 
Speed Watch. 

“I know from my many visits to 
town and parish council meetings 
through Suffolk that the menace 
of speeding traffic is high on the 
list of people’s concerns. This is 
part of the efforts of all partners 
to bring about a culture of more 
responsible driving.”

fraudulent 

prescriptions 


FRAUDULENT prescrip¬ 
tion claims worth 
almost £2 million were 
made in the past year, 
according to NHS 
Suffolk. 

It is a criminal offence to 
falsely claim a free pre¬ 
scription and could result in a 
fine or a court appearance. 

Wendy Boother, NHS 
Suffolk’s local counter fraud 
specialist said: “Many people 
are entitled to claim a free 
prescription, sight test or 
dental treatment due to their 
age or because they have a 
specific medical condition or 
are on a low income. 

“However, some people 
who claim are not entitled to 
do so. 

“In some cases people may 
have made a genuine mistake. 
In other cases it is a deliberate 
attempt to avoid paying the 
charges.

fraud cost NHS Suffolk an 
estimated £1.9 million.” 

She said everyone has a 
responsibility to be aware of 
whether or not they are 
entitled to a free prescription 
and that regular checks are 
made to verify the validity of 
claims.

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Little Laurie is in danger of 
choking eveiy time he eats 



S ITTING on the 
sofa, quiet as a 
lamb, little 
Laurie Hayes is 
eating an apple. 
Concentrating hard 
on the job in hand, 
he’s chewing every 
mouthful slowly and 
very carefully For a 
four-year-old with 
bags of energy - who 
really wants to be 
bouncing on his 
trampoline or 
forward rolling 
across the carpet- 
it’s an impressive feat 
of self-control. 

Like his health¬ 
conscious comic hero 
Sportacus, who’s 
emblazoned across his T- 
shirt, apples are among 
Laurie’s favourite foods. 
But he has to eat them 
with extreme care - 
because he’s at constant 
risk of choking. 

“What do we say when 
you get something caught 
in your throat, Laurie?” 
asks mum Rachel Hayes, 
“We say I’ve got a sticky,” 
replies the little boy. “And 
we have to pat my back - 
like this...” 

Laurie was born with a 
rare and potentially 
deadly congenital 
condition. Known as 
TOF/OA (Tracheo-

Oesophageal Fistula and 
Oesophageal Atresia), it 
affects just one in every 
3,500 babies born in the 
UK. As a result, Laurie’s 
foodpipe came to a dead¬ 
end - and his stomach 
was attached to the foot 
of his windpipe. 

The first few weeks of 
his life were a battle: he 
was on the operating 
table days after being 
born; the next month was 
spent in intensive care. 
And the following months 
were a real rollercoaster: 
among other things, a 
bout of pneumonia put 
him back on life support. 

A smiley and outgoing 
little boy, the pre-schooler 
is now a picture of health. 
In between practising roly 
polies, he lets out a deep 
belly laugh so contagious 
you can’t help but join in. 

“He’s got a laugh like 
Sid James,” smiles Rachel, 
watching Laurie while she 
bottle-feeds his little 
brother, eight-week-old 
Callum. “He’s such a 
lovely little boy. When I 
look at him now I think 
how lucky we are, how 
much worse things could 
have been. But that’s not 
to say things haven’t been 
traumatic at times: a 
rollercoaster ride is 
exactly how I’d describe 
it.” 


Rachel and her partner 
Mark Shepherd, who live 
in Elsworth, decided to 
try for a baby back in 
2005. “It wasn’t a 
desperate thing, we 
thought 'If it happens, it 
happens’,” remembers 
Rachel, 41. “I had a 
miscarriage first time, 
then fell pregnant with 
Laurie in early spring 
2006.1 was always quite 
happy to experience 
pregnancy; it was the 
responsibility at the end 
of it that worried me. But 
the pregnancy was just 
horrible: by the end I was 
on crutches and could 
barely walk.” 

Rachel developed a 
condition called 
Symphysis Pubis 
Dysfunction, SPD for 
short: the two halves of 
her pelvis, normally held 
tight by ligaments, started 
to separate - leaving her 
in total agony. 

“In the end I was in so 
much pain I asked to be 
induced,” recounts 
Rachel. “They induced 
me on New Year’s Eve, but 
he didn’t arrive until the 
third of January. The 
whole thing was a bit of a 
nightmare. I’d just got to 
the pushing stage when 
someone said ‘The baby’s 
in distress - emergency C 
section’...” 

Delivered by caesarean 
at Hinchingbrooke 
Hospital, Laurie initially 
seemed perfectly healthy. 


But, back on the 
maternity ward, Rachel 
soon realised something 
was wrong with Laurie - 
seriously wrong. “I 
couldn’t get him to feed 
and he kept coughing up 
all this mucus,” she 
recalls. “But the nurses 
said the coughing was 
usual for a C section 
baby.” 

At 10 hours old, Laurie 
still hadn’t fed, so a nurse 
gave him a cup of 
formula. “Most of it ended 
up on the floor. By 10pm 
that night, I was at the 
nurses’ station asking 
them to get a doctor to 
look at him. A doctor 
called and asked to listen 
to his breathing over the 
phone; 10 minutes later 
Laurie was whisked away 
to special care.” 

Medics tried to put a 
tube down Laurie’s 
foodpipe, but the tube 
just doubled back on itself 
- it met a dead end. Kept 
stable overnight, Laurie 
was blue-lighted to 
Addenbrooke’s next 
morning: diagnosing 
TOF/OA, doctors 
scheduled immediate 
surgery. 

Rachel recalls: “The 
consultant explained 
what TOF/OA was and 
said the outlook was 
positive: operation on day 
one, tube feed on day 
three, breast feed on day 
five and home on day 
seven. But it didn’t quite

work out like that.” 

During the operation, 
surgeon Mr Mudan 
Samuel discovered there 
was a larger than expected 
gap - a full 4cm - between 
the dead end at the top of 
the foodpipe and the 
opening into the stomach 
(which had to be detached 
from the trachea). 

The plan was to pull the 
two ends of the foodpipe 
together and stitch them; 
because the tissue had to 
be stretched so thin, Mr 
Samuel also removed a 
section of muscle from 
Laurie’s shoulder and used 
it to strengthen the join. 
“We owe everything to Mr 
Samuel,” adds Rachel. “We 
believe that made all the 
difference.” 

Because the surgery was 
more major than 
anticipated, Laurie had to 
be chemically paralysed 
for the next five days. 
Rachel adds: “I was 
expecting my baby to 
come back from theatre 
awake. Instead he came 
back sedated, covered in 
tubes, on a ventilator...” 

IfTOF/OAis not 
corrected soon after birth, 
it will cause choking, lung 
disease and damage and, 
ultimately, death. 

“Like most people, we’d 
never heard of it,” adds 
Rachel. “That’s why I 
wanted to tell this story: so 
that one day I’ll be able to 
tell someone ‘He’s got 
TOF/OA’ and they’ll say 
‘Oh, yes, I’ve heard of that’ 

“I can remember going 
back to my ward and 
crying and crying and 
crying until I cried myself 
to sleep,” Rachel 
continues. “We were told 
that he could have 
complications for life: 
nobody could say ‘That’s 
it. It’s over. It’s fixed’.” 

At 23 days old, Laurie 
was allowed home. For the 
next few weeks, he 


struggled. Left with a 
floppy trachea (a 
condition known as 
tracheomalacia), his chest 
always sounded rattly; also 
prone to ingesting milk 
into his lungs, he had a 
string of chest infections. 

“One day his chest 
sounded so bad I took him 
to the GR” recounts 
Rachel. “We were sent to 
the hospital with a 
suspected bronchial 
infection. I left Mark with 
him so I could get a couple 
of hours sleep; by the time 
I got back he was in 
intensive care again, 
battling pneumonia.” 

Paralysed once more, 
Laurie was in hospital for 
10 days during which he 
needed a blood transfus¬ 
ion. He was just 12 weeks 
old. 

Rachel says joining 
TOFS - a charity which 
supports parents of 
TOF/OA children - was a 
huge source of comfort. As 
well as providing 
information, the 
organisation puts parents 
and children in touch, so 
they can share experiences 
and pass on advice. 

Weaning Laurie was a 
challenge. His first ‘sticky’ 

- choking on a piece of 
parsnip which had 
escaped the blender - sent 
Rachel into ‘complete 
panic mode’. 

“To be honest, in those 
early days, I couldn’t feed 
him without shaking and 
having the phone next to 
me ready to call 999,” she 
recalls. 

“But now, 200,300,400 
stickies down the line, I 
know to stay calm.” 

The trapped food, most 
often a chunk which hasn’t 


been chewed finely 
enough, gets stuck on top 
of the scar tissue in 
Laurie’s oesophagus. “It 
can’t go down so it has to 
come up. Sometimes he 
can cough it up himself, 
sometimes we use physio 
- basically patting him 
firmly on the back. 

“Other times the 
blockage is so big it’s 
affecting his windpipe too 
and he can’t breathe. Then 
we have to do something 
he hates: tickle the back of 
his throat to make him 
retch.” 

The future for Laurie 
looks bright: his surgery 
was deemed such a 
success he has been 
discharged by the 
specialist. But - every 
single time he eats - he is 
always at risk of choking. 

The decision to have a 
second child was, says 
Rachel, a nerve-wracking 
one. But, thankfully, baby 
Callum has not got 
TOF/OA (the causes of 
which are unknown): this 
time round, after an 
elective C section, both 
mum and her baby were at 
home within 24 hours of 
the birth. 

“We wanted Laurie to 
have a little brother or 
sister: he’s loved Callum 
from the word go,” she 
adds. “I didn’t want him 
coming to me in the 
future, asking ‘Why didn’t 
you have another baby?’ 
and to reply ‘Because I 
didn’t want to risk having 
another child with 
TOF/OA’: that’s like saying 
‘I didn’t want to risk having 
another you’. Nothing 
could be further from the 
truth: he’s a brilliant little 
boy.”

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A RECORD-BREAKING number of 
people put their best foot forward in 
Cambridge’s premier charity walk - 
Bridge the Gap.

Police forces 
face job cuts 
of up to 1,500 


AROUND 1,500 job 
cuts could be made as 
two neighbouring 
police forces try to 
cope with dramatic 
spending cuts. 

The Cambridgeshire force 
has warned that a budget cut 
of 25 per cent could mean 
losing 470 police officers and 
550 civilian staff to save £33 
million during the next four 
years. 

In Suffolk around 600 jobs 
- although it has not been 
specified how many are 
police officers and how 
many are civilians - could go 
to make savings of around 
£20 million. 

Both forces, and others 
throughout the country, are 
preparing for expected 
Government cuts which are 
due to be announced next 
month.

said: “We are facing a 
fundamental shift in the way 
public services are delivered. 

“My job is to understand 
that, interpret it and bring 
about a new way of polic¬ 
ing.” 

He said the force could 
save money by sharing some 
specialist functions such as 
firearms units, crime scene 
investigation services, 
murder investigation teams 
and road policing with 
neighbouring forces. 

Suffolk already has a joint 
major crime investigation 
team with the Norfolk force. 

Suffolk’s Chief Constable 
Simon Ash said the county’s 
force was “anticipating and 
planning” for severe budget 
restrictions. 

He told the county’s police 
authority that the latest cuts 
were on top of £1.4 million 


spending reductions which 
were being made this year. 

He said: “This challenge is 
particularly difficult in light 
of the fact that we are already 
an extremely efficient force 
with one of the lowest costs 
per head of population and 
250 people fewer than the 
average of our most similar 
forces. 

“This is an unprecedented 
financial situation which will 
change our organisation and 
the way it delivers policing to 
Suffolk.” 

■ Violent crime has risen in 
Suffolk in May and June, 
according to latest figures 
reported to the police 
authority. 

Across the county violence 
resulting in injury was up by 
13 per cent in the first 
quarter of this year from 
April. 

But the force has said that 
total crime is the lowest for 
nearly 10 years with 4,045 
fewer offences recorded. 


Welfare group helps 
flood disaster fund 

NEARLY £1,700 was raised for the 
Pakistan flood disaster at two events 
to mark the Islamic Eid festival. 

Ahsan Mohammed, who heads the 
Newmarket Muslim Welfare 
Association, was due to personally 
take the money to Pakistan this week. 
Around £1,300 was collected at an 
Eid prayer meeting at Newmarket’s 
Memorial Hall and the following day a 
party was staged at the hall attended 
by Newmarket’s Mayor Cllr Mick 
Jefferys. Nearly £400 was collected 
for the disaster at the party when a 
free meal was served for around 70 
people. 

Mr Mohammed said: “We were really 
pleased with the large number of 
people who came to the party. We 
hope it will lead to much better 
understanding.”

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Early inspiration 


from Dorian Gray 


TT THEN David 
\ A / Geasor first read 
V V The Picture of 
Dorian Gray , aged 15, he 
knew, there and then, that he 
had found the inspiration for 
a play he would some day 
write. Fascinated by the 
honesty and vivid emotions 
of the story, it has stayed 
with him ever since. 

David moved from the US to 
Cambridge five years ago. Having 
dabbled in acting, opera singing 
(there are shades of Strauss’ Der 
Rosenkavalier throughout his first 
play), and even the furniture 
business, David began penning 
some ideas of his own and found 
the themes of Wilde’s play naturally 
working their way into his emerging 
script. 

“I felt I had to wait until I’d lived 
a little,” says David, now 45. “At 
first I didn’t know if I had anything 
I wanted to say, and that I didn’t 
have enough experience to say 
anything worthwhile. But Dorian 
Gray was always in the back of my 
mind. It was something that was in 
me, percolating for a long time. And 
it was truthful.” 

Bom in Brooklyn, New York, and 
raised as part of a very traditional 
family, David was also able to 
connect with Wilde’s story on a 
closer level. 


Local playwright David Geasor has taken the complexities of 
Wildean relationships and dropped them into a modern New York 
setting for this theatrical double-bill. Interview by JENNIFER SHELTON 


“Brooklyn is quite provincial 
actually, or it was then, and I was in 
a very conservative, Catholic 
neighbourhood. I remember when I 
was in high school, reading the first 
couple of chapters. It’s the scene 
where the painter, Basil, is talking 
to a friend and it comes out that he’s 
been painting a young man but he 
doesn’t want to exhibit it because 
he’s afraid that it shows his love for 
Dorian. 

“For me, as a gay 15-year-old, 
that was like, ‘Oh my God! ’. It was 
something I could really relate to. I 
was in love with a boy and I 
couldn’t tell him. So it really 
connected with me. 

“The whole gothic element about 
the picture and growing older didn’t 
interest me as much; I was more 
interested in the relationship and 
how it was going to play out. And 
when I came to writing, I thought, 
‘that's what I'm going to write 
about’.” 

The result was The Strangeness 
of Love , the story of a painter and 
his muse, whose relationship is 
challenged by jealousy, insecurity 
and temptation. Set in a New York 
apartment, it echoes the themes and 
moods of Wilde’s masterpiece, 
which David feels are still relevant 


despite today’s more accepting 
attitudes. 

“It’s about a middle-aged painter 
who falls in love with a guy in his 
late 20s. Now, in the modem day, I 
can explore that a lot more openly; 
but I’m trying to stay true to the 
emotions of Wilde’s character, 

Basil. 

“Even though my painter, Stuart, 
is a lot more accepting of his 
sexuality, he’s still secretive and 
almost over-protective. And that 
still affects the relationship. 

“You think that everyone’s 
adjusted to gay life now, but even if 
people are, you can still have your 
own personal idiosyncrasies that 
affect a relationship.” 

Though focusing on the 
relationship between two men, 
David has aimed to create a critique 
of a relationship that could be 
applied to anyone who has ever 
been jealous, fearful or in love. 

“I don't want the emphasis to be 
just on that aspect. I think it’s much 
more interesting if you treat it just 
as any truthful relationship. In fact, 
after the stage reading, it was 
mainly women who came up to me 
and said that they saw the 
relationship as applying to then- 
lives. I loved that comment. That’s 


really what the play’s about.” 

David has a whole team behind 
him who have helped bring his idea 
to life. Among them is Cambridge 
artist Nicholas James Juett, who has 
supplied some of the artwork for 
the play. 

A second one-act play will 
follow The Strangeness Of Love, 
which David wrote to complement 
the first play. Loosely based on The 
Importance of Being Earnest, A Bed 
For The Night is a light-hearted 
comedy set on the eve of the Gay 
Pride march in Manhattan, where 
characters become entangled in a 
plot of confused identities. This also 
has an operatic feel, after David 
found there were themes 
reminiscent of Mozart's The 
Marriage of Figaro. 

The pair of plays, collectively 
titled Wilde in New York, opens in 
Cambridge on Tuesday. After its run 
at the ADC, David hopes to take the 
play to Edinburgh - and maybe 
even further afield.

A NEW life in the country is a 
messy business in Stephen 
Frears’ rollicking comedy, 
based on Posy Simmonds’ 
much-loved graphic novel. 

Shot on location in Dorset 
during an unseasonably hot 
spell, Tamara Drewe 
chronicles a turbulent year in 
the life of a young woman 
struggling to come to terms 
with the death of her mother. 

The people she touches 
during the grieving process 
also undergo transform¬ 
ations, gaining the strength 
to make tough decisions 
about their personal 
relationships or pursue deep- 
rooted obsessions to their 
catastrophic conclusion. 

Screenwriter Moira Buffini 
draws inspiration from 
Simmonds’ illustrations to 
sketch finely-detailed 
characters complete with 
moral flaws, retaining the 
spirit of the book while 
playing to the strengths of 
the cinematic medium. 

Gemma Arterton is 
perfectly cast as London 


journalist Tamara, who 
returns to the cosy village of 
Ewedown to sell her late 
mother’s cottage. Blessed 
with a cosmetically sculpted 
new nose and a sense of 
style, Tarama turns heads. 

She hires childhood 
sweetheart and handyman, 
Andy Cobb (Luke Evans), to 
oversee repairs while 
encouraging lustful glances 
from celebrated thriller writer 
and philanderer, Nicholas 
Hardiment (Roger Allam), 
who treats wife Beth (Tamsin 
Greig) like a skivvy and is ill- 
suited to the rural setting. 

Tempers flare when Tamara 


begins dating Ben Sergeant 
(Dominic Cooper), driving 
force behind rock band 
Swipe. Schoolgirls Jody 
(Jessica Barden) and Casey 
(Charlotte Christie), who are 
obsessive fans of Ben, 
harbour dreams of stealing 
the rock God from Tamara. 

Bookmarked into four 
chapters representing the 
changing seasons, Tamara 
Drewe puts a joyful and 
sometimes darkly humorous 
spin on Thomas Hardy’s Far 
From The Madding Crowd, 
with Arterton’s sexy heroine 
invariably at the centre of the 
bed-hopping and intrigue.

Tips for creating next 
year's riot of colour 


T here’s not much that 
Chris Blom doesn’t 
know about bulbs. 

As a director of Bloms Bulbs, 
the award-winning family-run firm 
which this year celebrates it 150th 
anniversary and its 60th gold 
medal at Chelsea, he has spent 
much of his life growing, 
developing and nurturing bulbs. 

You might think that after more 
than a century of development it 
would be easier to grow bulbs now 
than it was when the company first 
started, but that’s not so, he says. 

“I don’t think it’s easier, but the 
varieties you have now are stronger 
and the breeding’s better so you get 
better displays. But the 
fundamentals of gardening remain 
the same today. 

“If you look at something like 
tulips, ‘Alba Regalis’, a lily 
flowered tulip, used to be very 
weak, thin-stemmed and small- 
flowered. Now you have ‘White 
Triumphator’, which is immensely 
strong and big flowered. The 
development of it came about 
before the Second World War, 
when they discovered the viruses in 
tulips and they bred that out of 
them to get stronger plants. 

“One of the biggest changes 
we’ve seen over the years is the

increase in patio gardening. But if 
you are growing bulbs in 
containers, what people forget, 
especially around March when you 
can get some very dry weather, is 
that they do need watering.” 

While beds and borders dry 
from the top downwards, patio tubs 
dry from the sides inwards and top 
and bottom. “March is the time to 
water because that’s when the 
flower bud starts developing. 
Without enough moisture in the 
tubs, you won’t get a properly 
developed flower.” Another 
problem can occur when tubs 
freeze in winter, he notes. 

“Daffodils should always be 
seen as an investment. If you plant 
10 daffodils, the first year you’ll 
get 15 or 20 flowers. In the next 
year you’ll get 50 and above. The 
same goes for lilies.” 


The secret of a good display is to 
concentrate on five or six different 
types of bulbs, making sure you 
plant enough of each type to make 
a show. Dwarf bulbs should be 
planted in groups of 10, larger 
bulbs such as crown imperials and 
alliums in groups of three. Crown 
imperials should be planted at a 45 
degree angle to stop water settling 
in the bulb. 

Unlike many designers, Chris 
doesn’t necessarily agree with the 
idea of repeat planting the same 
bulb throughout a border. 

“I personally think the beauty of 
a spring-flowering bulb is to bring 
the eye to a part of the garden 
which would otherwise be quite 
dull. It just lifts the whole garden. I 
prefer different types rather than 
the same all the way along. 



“It’s more interesting to the eye 
and keeps the interest going as the 
seasons continue, from the winter¬ 
flowering crocus, to daffodils, 
tulips and then alliums.” 

Chris’s top five bulbs to plant in 
the autumn are: 

Tulipa ‘Sky High Scarlet’: These 
showy single late tulips, which 
flower in May, produce large 
elongated heads of brilliant scarlet 
red with a slightly darker bloom 
rising from the yellow base. 

Al lium ‘Pink Jewel’: Lovely 
allium, which grows to 75cm 
(30in) in height, producing large 
attractive heads packed with 
delightful lilac rose florets. Flowers 
in June. Plant in sun in the border 
and feed them with potash to 
encourage flowering in future. 

Narcissus ‘Tete aTete’: 
Delightful clusters of miniature 
trumpet daffodils daintily poised 
on each strong stem appear in 
March. Neat buttercup gold 
trumpets, clear yellow slender 
petals. Excellent for pot culture, 
superb naturaliser. Plant with the 
multi-flowered species tulip T. 
praestans ‘Fusilier’ for a stunning 
display. 

Hyacinth ‘Blue Jacket’: 

Produces a solid spike of large 
bluebell flowers silvering slightly 



towards the edges of the long 
petals. It stands straight and doesn’t 
tend to fall over. The best way to 
stake a hyacinth is to push a thin 
wire stake down the stem and 
through the bulb when it’s in 
flower, says Chris. 

Anemone ‘Blue Mist’: Pretty 
flowers in slightly varying shades 
of blue, very effective on the 
rockery or used as an undergrowth.

BEST OF THE BUNCH - 
Eryngium (sea holly) 

This prickly herbaceous 
perennial comes into its own from 
mid-summer until early autumn, 
bearing branching stems of 
metallic steel blue flowers with 
narrow grey-blue bracts. The 
teasel-like flowers vary in size, 
colour and form. Some look like 
giant thimbles, others are pea¬ 
sized, but most are purple, blue or 
silver and are brilliant in dried 
arrangements.
